The heathen Orator could 
ſay,*Belecue me (and he ſpake by his 
owne experience) theſe Ornaments 
and benefites of rhe people of Rome, 
are kept withno leſſe labor then they 
are gotten, And howſceuer honour 
and aduancement doe for the preſent 
miniſter great comfort and pleaſure 
to the minde : yer they bring with 
them much more vexation and trou- 
ble. For,if a man that is raiſed topre- 


thereis bur little praiſe. Yea,for the 
moſt part it falleth out, and that juſt- 


| mens fals a ſtep to raiſe their honors, 
| cometo ruine.themſclues. As Eleazar 


| kill him ; the Elephant fell vpon him

Saint e Ambroſe wittily com- 
pareth them to fooliſh children, that 
run vp and downe to catch Butter= 
flies; who many times, becauſe they 
lookenot to their feet, fal into a ditch 
and hurt themſelues : or at leaſt, are 
wearied with folowing them thatne- 
uer abidelong in one place: and ifar 
length, after their long trauell, they 
take one of them, whart haue they got 
/but a thing of nought, a foule and a 
filthy worme? * It was grauely ſpo- 
ken by a great man in Rome; There is 
nothing ſure and certaince in humane 
affaires : riches are waucring and in- 
conſtant, Kingdomes are variable & 
vnſtable, thatſame glorie which wee 
ſo xmbiriouſly ſceke after, is the vai- 
neſt thing in the world ; m—_— is

Chirdly,that we defire no more then 
for our iuſt deſerts is due vnto vs. But 
we ſtand in need rather to be reſtrai- 
ned, then any way encouraged inthis 
caſe. For we all offend rather in the 
exceſle then in the defe&; and if chere 


rakean cll. x Though we can and do 
reproue ambition in others, yet wee 
loue & like it in our ſelues: & (as Ca- 
zo ſaid in an oration y he madeiny Se- 
nate for the people of Rhodes)We are 
angry if we ſce any prouder then our 
ſclues, * It is with the moſt of vs,as 
it was with the Florentizes; wee are 
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ſo inflamed and run mad with ſuch an 
inſatiable defire of honour, that wee 
cannot endure any manthat is aboue 
vs in dignity, but with enuious eyCs 


beholde the aduancement of others, | 


becauſegave thinke our ſelues worthie 


| of the ſame honour. Ir is reported of 
Tulizzs Ceſarythat as he paſſed ouer the | 


Alpes inhis journey to Spaine,he lod- 
ged onenight in alittle poor village: 
where one of his company came vnto 
him, and asked him merrily, if hee 
thought there would be any conten- 
tion.in that place for the ſoucraignty, 
Whereunto he maketh this tout an- 
ſwer,* [ hadrather be the firſt man here 
then the ſecond at Rome, ] fear there are 
many at this day thus affected, that 
they had rather bee Kings though ; it 
were but of a mole-hill, then to bei in 
ſubieRion vnder any. To the intem- 
perancy of Nero his motker i is reui- 
ued againe; who being very defirous 
that her ſonne ſhould be Emperour, 


| and being certified by the ſooth-ſay- 


ers, that if he were he ſhould kil ker : 
ſhe brake out into this vnſtayed and 
outra- 


vv 
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our-ragious ſpeech, * Let him kzll mee 
and ſpare not, fo he may be Emperor. So 
many do not ſticke to ſay, let inee pe- 
riſh,ſo that I may but beare rule. As 
wee ſee inthe example of K, Richard 
the Vſurper in our owne Chronicles; 
* yea men make haſt ro preferment, 
by any danger, by any damage, *The 
Dragon, as it is written of him, is ſo 
thirſty, asno water can fatisfie him, 
which maketh him ſtand gaping a- 
gainſt the wind when it bloweth, that 
ſo his flame may bee aſſwaged, And 
therefore, when he eſpyerth the ſailes 
of fhips a farre off, heflyeth to them, 
that he may fit onthe Maſt : but ma- 
ny times hee ruſheth againſt them 
with ſuch violence, that he ouer-tur- 


neth the ſhip, and ſo falleth himſelte 


ambitious perſons (as we haue heard 
before)do ſo carneſtly thirſt after ho- 
nor, as they cannot be ſatiſfied : and 
therfore they aſpire to the high failes 
of preferment.with ſucheagerneſle, 
as many times it turneth to their own 
deſtruction, Jn other affaires of this 


life, 
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headlong into the ſea, In like maner; | 
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| life, there is no man ſo fooliſh or ſo 
mad, as to vndertake any buſineſle 
which he isnot fit to accompliſh, Bur 
 euery peaſant thinketh himſelfe fitre 
forany aduancement, neuer confide- 
ring his owne weaknes, As the bram- 
ble, the baſeſt plant that groweth, 
thought irſelfe fitte and able enough 
to be King ouer the trees. For when 
the Oliue tree, and the Fig tree, and 
the Vine refuſed it, the Bramble rea- 
dily accepted it, ſaying, If ye well in- | 
deed annoint me King ouer you come, and 
put your truſt under my ſhadow, And this 
we ſee plainely in theſe Diſciples of 
our Sauiqur Chriſt,to goeno further. 
Our Sauior had taken theſe two bre- 
| thren from their fiſh-nets, and made 
them f/ers of men, Hee had called 
chem to be Apoſtles,to beare his Name 
before the Gentiles, &c, as he ſaid of S, 
Pant, What could be more honou- 
rable then chis divine vocation? For 
what is more baſe and abieQ then the 
ſtare of fiſhermen, eſpecially ſuch as 
are occupicd in mending their bro- 
ken nets? And on the other fide, 
_ what 
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| with cheir father, patching their torn 


| burden, was written withour, 


Rolicall funRtion? So that ir might 
be truely {aid of them, that hee raiſed 
the needy out of the duſt, aud lifted up the 
| poore out of the dung, to ſet them with 
Princes, and to make them inherite the 


ſhermen, aduanced to ſuch an height 
of excellency, are not content with 
this honour, but come to our Saui- 
our,and they that a little before were 
nets,doe now deſire to be great Prin- 
ces & Rulers in the kingdome of the 
Meſſiah. Who wold euer haue ſought 
ſo great ambition vnder fiſhers man- 
tles, bur that we finde it inthis place? 
For the moſt part, ambition beaterh 
ſway in Princes Courts : but heere 
wee ſeeit deſcendeth enen to fiſher- 
boats, BH. TS: 

Te wasa witty queſtion that one 
made; * Why Honos, that ſignifi- 
eth honour, was written with an aſ- 
piration, and Oz, that ſignifieth a, 


' whatis more high and eminent in the} 
| Church, then the dignity ofthe Apo- 


ſeate of glory, And yer theſe baſe fi-}

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And it was as wittily an{wered, be-| 

cauſe there are none that defire the 

burthen that accompanieth honour , 

bur all men gape after the honor and | 
referment, 

And therefore we are heere to bee 
exhorted and admoniſhed, to ſubdue 
this immoderate affection in vs by 
all meanes poſſible, and not ſuffer it 
to breake out in this manner. It was 
a good ſpeech that S. Auguſtine had 
of himſelfe,and woorthy our imitati- 
on, *] mould not bee that which 
might be,neither yet did I cuer ſecke 
to bethat Tam, But this was all my | 
care,and al my endeuour,that I might | 
| be ſafe i in alow eſtate, and not bee in 
dangerinan higheſtate, And that we 
may rhe better pecforme this, it ſhall 
bee good for vs to conſider our Ori- 
oeinall, and our reſolution, what wee 
are, and what we ſhall be. For as one 
| faith well, He that defireth ſuperiori- 
{ty and preferment, he dorh it becauſe 
he knoweth not himſelfe. Now both 
by our originall, and by our reſoluti- 
on we areno better then earth, Of 
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| ambitious -perſons when they are at 
| their greateſt height, they are but 


the earth we were framed, and to the | 


earth wee mult returne, It was the 
doome of Adam after his fall, and in 
bim of all mankinde ; Daft thos arte 
to duſt thou ſhalt returne, And therfore, 
whata ſhame is it, that ſuch baſe 
creatures ſhould conceiue ſuch high 
thoughts, and nouriſh ſuch haughtic 
{pirites? As the mountaines ſeeme to 
beeihigh, and yet they are bur earth, 
and haue their foundation below : {fo 


earth, nay as Abraham confeſled of 
himſelfe, they are but df and aſbes , 
Fheconfideration of this ſhold nur. 
ture ys to humility, and keep vs from

Lat of all, here is a good admoni- * 
tion for alt that that are aduanced vn- 
to honour, not to bee puffed vp with 
their preferment, but carry theſelues 
lowly,towards their inferiors, accor- 
ding tothe exhortation of the Apo= 
(Ye. Be not bigh minded; but make your 
ſelnes equall tothe of the lower ſort. And 
oreat reaſon: there is, why it fhould 
be ſo. For as the Prophet ſaith, Have | 
we not all one Father ? hath not one God | 
made wi all? and that al of one mould; 
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If he had made great perſons of one 
 kinde of mould, & meane perſons of 
another: then there had bin ſome rea- 
ſon for them to ſwell in pride, and to 
lift vp themſelues aboue others, But 
ſeeing G.OD hath made all man- 
kinde of one blood, asthe Apoſtle 
ſaith, it is not meete that one ſhould.

Now, followeth the [particular 1n- |

| circumſtance whereof, wee are 

taught what is the price of our Re- 

demption, The Apoſtle telleth vs, 

that Fee are not our owne , for wee are 

bought with aprice. And this price, |

A 
man would thinke it had beene more 
conuenient, that ſeeing we were vio- 
lently and vniuſtly-held captives, out 
Sauioiur ſhould haue come vpon him 
with greater power, and haue reſcu— 
ed vs out ofhis handes without anie 
price: according to that ſpeech inthe 
Goipell; when 4 ſtrong man armed 
keepeth his Palace, the things that he poſ- 
ſefſeth are in peace. ' But when 4 ſtronger 
then he commeth vpon him,and onercom- 
meth him, he taketh from hins all his ar- 
mour wherein hee rrafeth and dinideth 


| bis ſhotles, To this I anſwere, that our 


Sauiour Chriſt did not pay this price 
to the deuill, but to God : who had 
power to condemne vs ,and in his iuſt 


iudgement had giuen vs ouer: for our 


finnes, vnto the power of the devill, 

as his [ailor. Now, when the King is 
pacified towards a priſoner that hath 
offended him, the Tailor hath nothing 
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ſhould pay any price or ranſome, ſee- | 
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'ta do ro keepe him aoy longer in pri-. 
ſon. So Gods wrath beeing a

towards vs by the death of Chrift,the 
denill hath no.more power ouer vs. 
So that our sSauiour by paying this 
ranſome, made ſatisfaction xo God, 


may be further obie&ted : The ſuffe- 


[rings of our Sauiour Chriſt were but 


of ſhort continuance, for ſome fewe 
houres: whence then haue they thar 


dignity and worthineſſe, to bee a ſuf- 


ficient price for our redemption?I an- 
ſwer, firſt, that hee ſuffered moſt in- 
nocently, hauing no ſinne of his own 
that might deſerue death. And that 
made his ſufferings the more merito- 


rious for vs, As S.Peter ſaith, He was.a 


L amb wndefiled,and without fot x Pet. 
1,19. Andagaine, 2,22, Hee did no 
rune, neither was there any guile found 


to God. And the Apoſile faith, Hebr. 
7,26. He was holy, harmeleſſe, vndefi- 
ted, ſeparate fran Sinners. & 9,14. Fice 
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and not to the devill. As the Apoſile | 
| ſaith, he offered himſelfe to God, Burtt 


| zh month. & 3, 18. Hee ſuffered for | 
| -/nnes, theinſt for the wniuſt, to bring vs 
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offered himſelfe without fpot vnto GOD, 
Whereunto agreeth that ſpeech of 
one of the Fathers, * The vniult fin- 
neth, and the juſt is punniſhed : the 
guilty tranſgraſſerh,and the innocent 
is beaten :the wicked offenderh, and 
the godly is condemned : that which 
the euill deſerueth, the good ſuffe-. 
reth c that which the ſeruant oweth, 
the maſterpayeth ; that which'man 
coinmitteth, God ſuſtaineth. And in- 
deed,if he had any finnes of his owne, 
they would haue ſwayed him downe 
to hell, and ſo haue diſabled him from 
being a ſufficient Saujour fot others . 
Bur, berng altogether innocent him- 
ſelfe; hee is the more fit to fariſhe 
tor our finnes. According as Saint ' 
eAugyſtme ſaith well, X Itis iuft that 
the debters ſhould bee ſer free, be- 
leeuing in him, who withour anie 
debt was put to death, andpaydefor 
vs debters, that which hee himſelfe 
did not owe, - And in another place, 
* The blood of Chriſt, becauſe it was

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his that had no ſinne at all, was ſhed 
for the remiſhon of our finnes, 
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our Redemption. 


Secondly, the death of Chrift was! 
not the death of a meere man onely, 
though neuer ſo innocent + but of 
him that was true God and man, And 
| this is thac which the Apoſile ſayerh 


Eternall Spirit, offered himſelfe without 
ſpor to God: * where, by the Eternall 
Pirit, is meant the Deity und God- 
head of our Sauiour, whereby hee gi-

deemed by this meanes, Somtimes, & 
moſt conmonly,by paying of aprice 


Ora ranſome: and thus were wee re- [ 
deemed, 'euen with a great price, as | 
we haue heard before. Heeie then we ' 


arc taught, what 'a wretched cftate we 
werein,' before Chriſt paid this price |

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of redemption for vs, Wee weren 
better then miſerable ſlauesand vaſ4 
fals.
